Unless the machine shops in Atlanta 
sign the nine-hour day agreement this 
morning by 7 o'clock or give assurance 
that it. will be signed without delay, the 
machinists in all the shops will decline 
to work and a strike will be declared. 

This action was agreed upon at a meet- 
ing of organized machinists of this city 
held yesterday afternoon at Federation 
hall, on Sowth Forsyth street. During 
that session reports from the various 
committees appointed to wait upon ma- 
chine shop managers were received. 

The substance sf these reports wags to 
the effect that three of the largest pri- 
vate shops had refused to treat with the 
committees, and that while several other 
shops had not formally agreed to sign, 
yet they had given the committees to 
understand that the men would get what 
they wished as soon as the matter could 


de brought to the attention of the proper 


persons, who, in several instances, were 
not in the city. 

As a result of the conference a strike 
order was prepared and issued, while a 
committee composed of five men was ap- 
pointed to direct the strike. This action 
makes it certain that the machinists are 
convinced that a strike will be declared 
at 7 o'clock this morning.

About the first of the month a meet- 
ing of representatives of the shops of the 
Southern railway in.this section was held 
at Knoxville. An agreement was prepared 
to be sent to the road and the employees 
are awaiting an answer. A committee 
from Atlanta lodge will wait wpon the dl- 
vision - superintendent in Atlanta this 
morning at 11 o’clock, and .it is probable 
that a meeting in Washington, D. Ca 
will be arranged. 

Labor leaders in this city express the 
oolnion that the strike will not last long. 
They expect that all the shops will sign 
the agreement in a short time, at least. 
‘This is considered the ‘busy season of the 
year in the machine shops and the men 
believe that press of business will tend to 
‘bring their employers around to their way 
of thinking: It is believed by all that 
there will be no strife of any kind. Mee 
prominent in the affairs of the machinists’ 
union declare that the strikers will g0 
about the matter in a purely business 
manner. 


Enthusiastic’ Meeting Held. 


At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon about 
200 machinists met at Federation hall 
to take final steps in the movement to 
secure a nine-hour work day. The first: 
half of the meeting was open, but the 
latter half was held behind: closed doors 
Eight new members were admitted to 
the union during the executive session, 
which lasted about an hour and a half. _ 

When the meeting first opened, the re< 
ports from the visiting committees wera 
heard. The men who had visited the 
Atlanta Machine Works, the DeLoach 
Mill: Manufacturing Company, and the 
E Van Winkle Company,: stated they 
had not met with success, but, on the 
contrary, felt assured that these firms 
had no desire to recognize the union. 
They also reported that if a strike was 
declared they were confident the men and 
apprentice boys would walk out. 

It was reported that officials of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
had stated that that company would 
treat with its men and the union. Pres- 
ident Woedruff and Chief Engineer El- 
liott, of the power company, are now 
at Niagara Falls in attendance at the 
convention of electric light men, and the 
committee was told that as soon as 
these gentlemen returned the ‘matter |. 
would be arranged. satisfactorily. An- 
other committee had also a favorable re- 
port from the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company. 

Mike Rile~ president of the lodge, made 
a short address. In substance, he stated 
that the time had arrived for the machin- 
ists to assert themselves. 

“We have as certain of these firms 
to agree to what we consider a fair vrop- 
osition,”” said he, “and they refuse to 
| treat with us. There is only one thing to 
do. gentlemen. If that agreement is not 
signed by 7 o’clock tomorrow morning, |

He Has a Station in Havana and 
Says the Conduct of American 
Soldiers There and in Ports - 
Rico Is Shocking.

Philadelphia, Pa., May 19.—The custom 
of having visiting commissioners fill the 
Presbyterian pulpits on Sunday in‘ the 
city where the general assembly is being 
held was strictly adhered to today. There 
probably was not«a Presbyterian church 
in the city that did not have one or more 
of the visitors at its services. Many of 
the commissioners filled pulpits in ‘the 
suburban churches and in Camden, N. J., 
across the river. The weather was chilly 
and threatening throughout the day. 

The mecca of most of thé lay com- 
missioners was Calvary church, where the 
assembly is sitting, and where the mod- 
erator, the Rev, Dr. Henry Minton, of 
California, preached ‘his first sermon as 
the presiding officer of the assembly. The 
services. were conducted hy. the Rev. J. 
Sparhawk Jones, pastor of the church, 


Niceolls, of St. Louis. Dr, Minton took 
for his subject the parable of Christ re- 
storing sight to a blind man, emphasizing 
that the miraclé was effected gradually. 

‘“‘We are born blind,” he said, “for a 
cataract of sin covers our eyes. Multitudes 
have received the first touch but want 
the second. This is a day when the church 
of God should be on guard against the 
intelligence of her faith. We believe in 
creeds, of course, but we Presbyterians 
forget that creeds are by mo means all. 
We boast of intelligence; but we should 
be wary lest our glory, becomes our 
shame. 

. “The. mystic element is needed to give 
tenderness to thé soul, but Christianity, 
like Mohammedanfism, has its whirling 
Dervishes. Some see but, along the line of 
sincere purpose and ethical endeavors. 
It is not enough fo be sincere; one must 
be right.”’ 

The moderator, jn dé&ling with evan- 
gelization, said that men must not only 
be. mivar ti but redeemed t present ca-

elop: her S6ffs. In education 
there must be character building and con- 
secretion. The moderator sounded da note 
of warning regarding the public schools. 
“God forbid,” he said, ‘‘that I should 
say an ill word against our public school 
system, the safeguard of our nation; but 
is the educational machinery subsidiary 
to the only worthy end.=of fashioning 
character? Have we, so morbidly afraid 
of uniting church with state, gone go far 
as to disunite God from the state. This 
is a most serious question. The faith cf 
our sons and daughters is involved and 
the kingdom of God in our country is in- 
volyed, It is not an organized scepticism 
that threatens, but a God-forgotten secu- 
larism,”’ 


Greene Scores Soldiers. 


There were three popular meetings 
scheduled for this afternoon and this 
evening. The largest of these gatherings 
was at the Witherspoon building, where a 
meeting in the intenest of the womah’s 
board of home missions was held. :The 
Rev. D. Stuart Dodge, D.D., presided. 
The Rev. J, Milton Greene, now stationed 
in Havana, but formerly of San Juan, 
Porto Rico, where he organized Presby- 
terian missions, created a profound sen- 
sation by severely criticising the alleged 
immoral conduct of United States soldiers 
in Porto Rico. Dr. Greene addréssed the 
meeting as to the conditions existing in 
that island. ._He said the conduct of the 
United States soldiers there wts a dis- 
grace to humanity. Twenty drunken sol- 
diers, he said; could be seen ‘to one 
drunken native. 

The lawlessness of the soldiers, he con- 
tinted, is proverbial. He attacktd the 
present system under which chaplains of 
the army work, and said some one ought 
to appeal to the United States govern- 
ment for a system by which the spiritual 
welfare of our soldiers*vould be better 
looked after. 

Among other speakers at this meeting 
were Rev. S. J. McClenaughan, Ashe- 
ville, N. C., and Rev. D. J. Sanders, pres- 
oe of Biddle university, Charlotte,

‘The other two meetings were, one in 
the interest of home and foreign missions, 
held in Tenth. church, and another at 
North Minster church, in the interest of 
Sabbath observance. 


As to Revision. 


The greatest question before the Pres- 
byterian church for years—the revision of 
the confession of faith—will be ‘taken 
up 'by the assembly on Thursday. The 
hearing and the consideration of the re- 
port of the committee on the revision of 
the credal statements of the church ap- 
pointed at St. Louis last year was made 
@& special erder for that day, and the mat- 
ter will remain before the assembly yntil 
it is disposed of. At this time it is im- 
possible to forecast the action of the com- 
missioners. The committee in its report 
recommends the appointment of a com- 
mittee as provided for in the form of gov- 
ernent, and that this committee be in- 
structed to prepare a brief summary of 
“the reformed faith, bearing the same re- 
lation toethe confession which the shorter 
catechism bears to the larger catechism 
and formed on the general model of the 
consensus of creed prepared for the as- 
sembly of 1892, or the ‘Articles of Faith’ 
of the Presbyterian church of England.” 

There is a considerable number’ of com- 
missioners who believe such a committee 
will be appointed, but many of them wii] 
not venture an opinion as to what will be. 
the character of the instructions to be 
given the new committee. There are six 
or seven factions and each one will con- 
tend that the committee ought to be 
given instructions along the lines of its 
belief, 

After the credal question is out of thé 
way the matter of a Judicial commission 
will be the order of business.

SHERIFF SPIRITED HIM AWAY 


Connelisville People Alarmed Over

By a coun- 
ter-excitement at 3 o’clock this morning 
the police diverted attention of the mob, 
and then dashed down a rear way to the 
railroad with Fairfax and got him away 
safely to Uniontown jail.

San Francisco, May 19.—Mrs. McKinle>"s 
condition was so far improved this even- 
ing that she Was able to sit up a short 
time. This welcome news was given out 
shortly after 5 o'clock.

The president at once asked 
to be excused, and hurried to the sick- 
recom.

CONWAY TRIED SUICIDE 
AETER DOUBLE MURDER 


Evansville, Ind., May §.—Evert Con- 
way, aged twenty-seven, méarried, shot 
and killed C. W. Garrison and wife in 
this city this morning and badly wounded 
Patrolman Ben Wallis. After being driv- 
en to desperation by the police, Conway. 
killed himself. Conway was a neighbor 
of the, Garrisons. The two families had 
not been on friendly terms for several 
moyths, the wives of the men having 
quarreled. Saturday morning Conway 
wrote a letter to Garrison saying he had 
cheated his father in a trade for a milk 
dairy. Garrison showed the letter to 
Conway's father, who upbraided his son. 
Early this morning Conway, who was 
employed at the railroad yards, picked up 
a shotgun and going to the stable where 
Garrison was milking, shot him dead. 
Then he shot Garrison’s cows to death. 


Mrs. Garrison ran from the house. Con- 
way met her at the steps and emptied 


both barrels into her breast, she falling 
dead at his feet. The murderer next set 
fire to the Garrison stable, but the fire 
department was called out and extin- 
guished the fire. Conway then barricaded 
himself in his house and when Patrolman 
Wallis attempted to arrest him Conway 
shot him in the face and side. Wallis 
may die. 

The entire, police department was called 
out after a riot alarm was sounded. 
The police surrounded the house ready 
to break in when they heard a shot. Con- 
way had kissed his wife goodby,» then 
run upstairs and shet himself in the 
heart,

Conway came from a good family, orig- 
inally from Kentucky. He leaves a wife 
and two children. Garrison leaves two 
children. Garrison was a prominent 
lodge man and carried a large life insur- 
ance. 

The shooting of Policeman Wallis was 
as deliberate as was the killing of the 
Garrisons. <A. larze hole was torn in 
Wallis’s forehead and nearly a hundred 
shot entered the body. The same shot 
brought injury to two bystanders who 
had been talking with Wallis, Edward 
Davidson and Adam Crawford. It was 
not until Chief of Police Henke surround- 
ed the house with fifty men tha UCon- 
way killed himself. 

.When Coroner Walker entered the house 
he found the following note which Con- 
way had addressed to a local _nhewspa- 
per. 

“Well, Friend Reader, thfs will be news 
for you; I will tell you Why. This man 
Garrison has bulldozed the whole ranch 
since he’s been here; but he run against 
a snag when he struck me, so I think he 
wii sink. He's got the ranch under con- 
trol and he got {ft for nothing. M~ dad 
gave him every d—d thing he’s got—housé, 
whole stable, corner lot, seven or eight 


cows, horse. wagon, milk wagon, and ev-~* 


erything on the place he ~rabbed. He’s 
run the whole family away, 
caused my dad to disov-n me altogether: 
run me out of the house after running me 
away from the corner house two days 
before now. °Friends, would you stand 
anv such racket as this?) Not me, br a 
jugfull. I am from Kentucky—you know 
what’s in those peonle now. He's threat- 
ened to kil} me, so I guess the jig is up. 
I don’t need to tell you what I am going 
to do, for it will be in sight, so come and 
see for yourselves.

Lexington, Ky., May 19.—(Special.)—Re- 
publican United States Senator W. J. 
Deboe, who is a candidate for the re- 


has uncorked a sensation which sets at 
rest any number of flying rumors as to 
his possible opponents for the nomina- 
tion. He says in effect that the republi- 
can leaders whose names have been sug- 
gested as possible oppenents to himself 
have tcld him in so many wonris that 
they will not enter the field against him. 

He furthermore says that he has a 
written pledge from Commissioner of In- 
‘ternal Revenve John W. Yerkes to the 
effect that Mr. Yerkes will under no cir- 
cumstances be a candidate against him. 
The fact that that gentleman will not be 
a candidate has been settled by himself 
in a very emphatic manner. In an inter- 
view he said: “I have not been q-candi- 
date for senator to succeed Mr. Deboe, 
end am not now and will not be.” 

The situation tdken as a whole has 
cavsed the democratic leaders to smile 
more than once. Debce will be as weak a 
man‘as the reputiican party could put be- 
fore the legislature for the senatork!l 
nomination and democratic leaders re- 
gard this remarkable unanimity of the 
opposing leacers in steering clear of the 
race as an indication that they feel the 
hopelessness of the issue. Former Gov- 
ernor James B. McCreary, who managed 
the last campaign for Governor Beckham, 
is at the present time looked upan as the 
ttrongest of the democratic candidates 
and it is con¢eded that his organization 
is in the t working ordér. Of the 
other candidates Judge James E. Cantrill 
is the most talked of. 

The manner in which Senator Deboe 
disposes of the men who have been sug- 
gested as opposing candidates to him is 
interesting. He said: “I want it to be 
distinctly vnderstood that I have letters 
in my possession from John W. Yerkes, 
Congressman Vincent Boreing, Congress- 
man H. 8. Irwin and ex-Congressman. 
Sem Pugh pledging me their unqualified 
Support for United States senator. Not 
cne of them is a candidate to succeed 
me and all are my personal friends. Mr.

“ sonville fire department, spent yes- 
‘terday in Atlanta, having arrived 

in the morning to visit his mother, Mrs. 
Hanna Haney, who fell and broke her 
arm a few days ago. During the day 
the chief visited his brohter, Henry Haney, 
of No. 4 fire company, Chief Joyner, and 
was greeted by a number of his old 
Atlanta friends. He returned to Jack- 
sonville last night, leaving at 10:45 o’clock. 

Chief Haney was seen last night by a 
Censtitution reporter, to whom he ‘ay Aa 
interestingly of the aftermath of the big 
fire, the preparations for rebuilding the 
burned district of Jacksonville and other 
details resulting from the conflagration. 
The chief is very sanguine as to the fu- 
ture of Jacksonville, and he declared that 
the city would emerge from the ashes 
and ruins of the great disaster a better 
citv than it has ever been in its entire 
history. i 

One hundred and forty-eight blocks of 
the city were eaten away by the raging 
flames, and the chief states that prepara- 
tlons are being made for the rebuilding 
of the burned distriet as soon as possi- 
ble. Already, he says, numbers of small 
houses have sprung up, and architects are 
drawing plans and arrangements are be- 
ing completed for the replacing of the 
many business and public buildings which 
were reduced to ruins by the fire. 

“Jacksonville is rapidly recovering from 
the shock of the disaster,” said he, 
“and the work of reconstructing the de-— 
stroyed section will be in active progress 
in a short time. The former. bui/ings. 
will be improved on in the rebuilding, and 
Jacksonville will be a better city in every 
particular than it has ever been in the 
past. The commercial advantages of 
Jacksonville are such that théy cannot 
afford to be neglected. and the indica- 
tions are that in a comparatively short 
time fhe. business of the city will be 
resumed to almost the same extent as it 
was before the fire. - : 

“As an evidence of the confidence 
the people have in ‘Jacksonville, outside 
capitalists are investing money there 
since the disaster. West Bros., a prom- 
inent firm of south Georgia, have ex- 
pended $80,000 in the purchase of the 
property at the corner of Bay and Laura 
Streets, on which they propose to erect 
a handsome business block. The proper- 
ty runs back to the river, and they also 
intend to erect. two fine docks on the 
river front. : 

“Mr. Gardner, who 1ost a six-story struc- 
ture, is having plans drawn for the erec- 
tion of another building. Kohn-Furch- 
cott Company have begun preparations to 
rebuild at the corner of Bay and Main 
streets, and the 8. B. Hubbard Company 
will construct a building 200 feet square. 
Sam Holmes has engaged Architect Nor- 
man, of Atlanta, to prepare plans for a 
business block 95 feet deep and 130x135 
feet. A portion of the building will be 
utilized for offices. The property of 
the Schumacher estate, at the corner 
of Market and Bay § streets, will be 
adorned with a fine building. 

“I mention these few instances of my 
own knowledge to show that reaction has 
set in, and that it is only a matter of 
time until the city will again be in its 
former good conditioh. Three steamers 
of the Clyde Steamship Company arrive 
in the;city every week from New York, 
and they are all laden with building ma- 
terial and other necessaries for rebuild- 
ing. In addition, quantitles of such ar- 
ticles are arriving over the railroads. 

“The city has been cleaned of the debris, 
the streets have all been opened to traffic, 
and they are all clean and in good condi- 
tion. Hlectric.cars are being operated and 
the.electric power plant is also in opern- 
tion, furnishing lights for that portion of 
the city not damaged by the fire. A new 
fire ordinance has been passed bv the 
city council, which eliminates shingle 
roofs. and this fact will add greatly to 
the protection of the city from fire. 

“The chief of the fire department has 
teen given power by the city council to 
issue building permits ir conjunction ‘with 
the fire committee of council, and I have 
received numerous applications for per- 
mits for the construction of residences: 
A number of small houses have already |: 
been erected: In ‘order that business can 
be carried on, a number of the business 
men have constructed small frame houses, 
which they have agreed to teer down by 
the first of December. ; 

“The loss from the fire was immense, 
but what I consider the two greatest 
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any kind was saved. 
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losses was the destruction of the county 
records and the shade trees. The former 
is almecst irrevarable. All of the records 
in tHe county clerk’s. office and in the 
office of the court clerk were reduced to 
ashes. Not a deed or valuable paper of 
The loss of. those 
records will be felt for the next one hun- 


dred years. The burned district contain- 


ed some of the most beautiful shade trees 
and added much 
to the attractivetfiess of the city. They 


were all ruined—burned and charred, and 
later cut down. 


“A movement is on foot tod replace all 


ef the destroyed city buildings as soon as 


possible. These comprise the city hall. 


and market, located in one bullding, the 
police station and fire department head- 
quarters, 


“The loss to the city in the fire depart- 


ment alone is $32,000. In addition to the 
headquarters, one other station was de- 


stroyed. We lost about 9,000 feet of hose, 


seventeen fire-alatfm boxes and. some 


other paraphernalia. None of the appa- 


retus was destroyed. Since the fire, how- 
ever, the department has been equipped 
with 5,000 feet of hose, 1,000 feet of which 
was secured through the courtesy of Chief 


Joyner. My first instructions on the day 
fo!lowing the fire was to place the depart- 
ment in as good condition’ as it was 
previcusly, and we are now prepared to 
fight fires, boing in good condition. 

“The county also sustained great loss. 
The courthovse, jali, armory and several 
schools were burned. A bill is now pend- 
ing in the legislature authorizing the 
county to issue sufficient bonds to rebuild 
these structures.” 3 

In reference to the condition of the peo- 


ple of the city, the chief stated that there 


is much distress among the poor. He 
says that an auxiliary to the executive 


committee has been appointed, composed 


of ladies, whore duty it is to relieve the 
Gistress among the white women of the 


city. 


“There is considerable distress among 


the poor,” said he ‘And the city needs 
assistance. The eutside country will have 
to come to “the; rescue of these people 
during the summer, or until:the rebuilding 
is. actively begum when they can then 
secure work. Six“or seven commissaries 
are in. operation,’ and §itions are being 
issued daily to the people. The Clyde 
Steamship Company has been very kind 
to the city, by coming to its relief with 
supplies. Any person of any respectabil- 
ity could go to their ships at any time 
and recelve supplies gratuitously. Of

hearted over the disaster, but they antici- 
pate a bright future for Jacksonville, and 
they are presenting the best front 
ble under the circumstances.”’

Williams, of Checkmate, Joe Cotton and 
Glockner fame, and but for meeting and 
marrying a blue grass octoroon and a 
fall causing a fracture of his skull might 
have even excelled Murphy, because he 
never drank and was above reproach for 
honesty. He was a stable boy while 
Checkmate and Joe Cotton were racing, 
but rode Glockner, Ed Hopper and Jugar- 
tha and gained a national reputation. 
He then signed with Scoggan brothers at 
a high salary, and at Chicago, after win- 
ning the Garfield Park derby with Yo 
Tambien, while riding James E. Pepper’s 
Miss Dixie he fell, breaking a hole in 
his skull which. required a trepan.

Officer Coker made a report of the affair 
to the police department. He states that 
when the firemen first entered the*burning 
building they found windows and dours 
open and in all the rcoms drawers were 
pulled out and rurniture and articles of 
clothing were scattered about on the floor.

Saturday night at the residence of 
Mrs. J. K.‘Ottley for the purpose of dis- 
cugsing the subject, those intepésted in the 
movement for it were quick to “jot down’’ 


{in thelr mental notebooks the reasons put 


forward by those who expressed them- 
selves as thinking that the proposed ijeg‘s- 
jation Was unnecessary or impracticable, 
and in turn these very reasons that had 
been used ag arguments against the 
movement were urged by those in favor 
of legisiation to substantiate their argu- 
ments. 

The object of the meeting Saturday 
night was to arouse interest in the child 
labor question. Among the people of the 
state in general, and make it & matter of 
common interest instead of the issue hith- 
ert» understood to be one that strictly 
—* ed the labor party and the capital- 
sta. 

Thinking people alive to the progress. 
development and prosperity of the state 
are beginning to feel their responsibility 
in the existing conditions prevailing in 
southern factories, where the poor white 
children are being sacrificed to increase 
the dividends of northern capitalists, and 
where untrained labor anu illiteracy are 
increasing where skilled labor and Iiter- 
acy should be gaining ground. To organ- 
ige the people appreciative of these condi- 
tions and, through them, awake public 
interest to the point where the necessary 
legislation wil] be demanded, fe an obli- 
gation that should prdmpt the immediate 
interest and sympathy of every citizen 
of the comonwealth. 

The question bound up in the subject 
of child labor can no longer be called a 
problem, since every civilized country has 
solved the problem by enacting labor laws 
protective of the child under twelve years 
of age, except several of the southern 
states of America. Yet it would. seem 
that in this section there has been deter- 
mination to ignore the results of centuries 
of economic investigation, through which 
the great countries of the world have bean 
enabled to settle the problematical issues 
of child labor, and a disposition to con- 
tinue in systems of primitivenesg that 
threatén not only the very life of the poor 
white children of the south, enslaved by 
the lack of protection that should be ac- 
corded them by law, but make of the 
factory communities so many blots upon 
the present history of the central south. 

In her brief address at the conference 
Saturday evening Mrs, Ottley aptly sug- 
gested that the course of the discussions 
that will inevitably ensue on this subject 
of child labor legislation, that those op- 
posed to it should bring forth some new 
arguments, since those commonty put for- 
ward by the negative side had been so 
often refuted it seemed but a waste of 
time any longer to recognize them. 

These arguments she mentioned to be: 

That there are fo children in the fac- 
tories; that if the children are taken out 
of the factory it will be a death blow 
to the cotton industry of the south; that 
the New England capitalists are inciting 
the movement; and that the young chil- 
dren who labor are those of “poor wid- 
ows” or “invalid fathers.” 

That there are hundreds and hundreds 
of children under twelve Years of age 
laboring in the factories is proven by 
authoritative statistics and by the studi- 
ous observations of such women as Miss 
Ashby, of England, whose life work is to 
dtudy the social opnditions of the laboring 
class; Mts. William H. Felton, of Georgia; 
Mrs, J. K. Ottley and Mrs. J. Lindsay 
Johnson, who, in describing the conditions 
of.the people employed in all of the fac- 
tory communities she had visited, said: 

“I have gone into their cabins by night

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and seen in these satiald abodes little 
| children lying upon the fll-kept beds with 
their faces downward, 

' “Seeing that they were of the tender 
age of aix or seven or thereabouts, I 
asked: ‘Why are they lying like: this 
and with their clothes on? ‘Because they 
have just come in from the hight shift 
at the factory and are so tired they have 
fallen asleep that way,’ was the reply.” 

To state that the taking of child labor 
out of the factories would be a blow to 
the cotton industry assumes that the cot- 
ton industry is a very uncertain quantity, 
or that untrained labor is preferable to 
trained labor, neither of which condi- 
tions can any intelligent person hold to. 

If New England edpital has been the 

inspiration to bring about the determina- 
tion among the patriotic people of our 
section to demand child labor legislation, 
whether through selfish or pecuniary mo- 
tives on the part of New England capital, 
it ig an inspiration::that comes at a 
time when most needed to save a large 
‘contingent of the poor whites of Georgia 
| froma estate that means nothing more. 
nor less than increased illiteracy and the 
accompanying evils, all of which are in- 
vincible barriers to progress, or prosper- 
ity. 
There is an idea that a vagrancy law 
punishing parents who refuse to support 
their children will answer the purpose of 
a child labor law. 

That the vagrancy law is an excellent 
one, there may be no doubt. 

In reference to this Miss Ashby, in 
| speaking of the vagramty law as a sub- 
stitute for the proposed child labor-.law, 
said: ae 

‘While itt is true that there are idle 
or worthless parents who would rather 
be supported by their children, this is not 
the root of the evil. Wherever in any 
industrv child labor is allowed, its in- 
evitable tendency is to drive the man out 
of the industry, for inventive skill is con- 
centrated on spreading out the muscular 
power, reducing technical skill needed in 
the machinery of that industry for the 
express purpose of employing children, as 
these are ‘cheap labor.’ 

“The law of supply and demand,” fur- 
ther assured Miss Ashby, “looks only to 
the present and not to the future—thus 
in many cases the punishment would 
fall on the victims of a vicious system 
rather than on criminals.” 

In permitting child labor the com- 
munity is offering an almost irresistible 
temptation to parents to gain a little 
money by hiring out their children, Miss 
Ashby reasoned, for these. poor workers 
know nothing of political economy, know 


lawe of health. Poor and ignorant, 
swept away in the wave of dire poverty, 
they cannot be expected to practice self- 
dénial and to wisely look forward to 
their children’s ultimate good, for such 
an attitude is not.alwavs found in the 
homes where there is enough to eat and 
drink and wear, and catch om culture t@ 
oy the higher things of life. ; 
a vd prevention of child labor whould, in 
itself, cure involuntary vagrancy, Miss 
Ashby declared; that vagrancy represent- 
ed by the hollow-éyed father of a family, 
vainly hanging round the mill hoping 
for a job of 6 cents per day, while that 
game mill offers his wife a dollar a 
day, and f cents, 20 cents or 30 cents a 
rday to his little ones. 

When mil] rules say four or five in a 
family must work in order to be grant- 
ed the privileges of a residence in the 
mill village, three children under twelve 
years of age count more than one father.
